iDEiilSG WITH FAGT3. 

Let us put passion aside. There are a great 
many well rjieaning^men^in tlM| country be- 
lor.ging to both parties. Most; of tbo! t ennii- 
ties of this world cbtHI (nm mis<r>nccpttnn. 
If people understood each other^belter th<re 
would lie a great deal more good feeling 
amongst tnen. We think it is highly probable 
that President Grant has a" heart, and that 
there is_sorac avenue to the kindlier and totter 
feelings ol his nature Amid all the selfish- 
MM of politicians, and ail the •••<-vnoli»en 
which control their conduct, theie is in al- 
most every one of llietn a vein of patriotic 
and human feeling. 

Recognizing^ our Union under a common 
government with the North as a necessity, is 
it not a coiollary that there is no use in 
maintaining a status of chronic bitterness 
towards them ? Is it not unmanly to do ho? 
Women and children perpetuate a quarrel in 
this way ; but men have to deal with realities 
— ind action is always more conservative than 
talk. 

On the other hind, what is the duty of the 
North ? Surely they can find no gain or 
profit in making the South a hot-bed of fac- 
tion and discontent. The first condition ol 
success for the American Union is harmony 
and good will amongst all its parts. And 
yet we have maintained here tho extraordi- 
nary speclacle.of an attempt to pacificate and 
g iveru about one third of the country by 
force. The very^ harshest mea-urcs have 
been resorted to and each succeeding session 
of Congress swells (he list of penal and vin- 
dictive nr'asurcs against the 'Smth. Is ii 
n>t lime to pause and inquire whether some 
o tier policy would not be wiser and more 
efficacious to accomplish the objects of the 
g •eernnr , n» ? How w it possible eiw to 
hive an orderly and tranquil society in such 
a Slate ..as South Carolina on the present 
system.? TulJic sentiment is not consulted 
at all in the measures which hare been 
upplied to this State. The whole* pro 
coe lure has been based on' the theory of 
ignoring the opinions and Heelings and pre- 
jNdnes W the white population. A govern- 
ment has been set up thore that no fair and 
cindid man of any party, in any country in 
Christendom, can pretend to apprcve. The 
Constitution of the South Carolina Leg : sla 
ture is alone and of itself an ample expla 
nation of any amount of disorder which 
ru ly exist there. Wiiy is not some attempt 
made to conciliate these people 7 Why is 
there not some endeavor to secure the co- 
op ration of the wealth, intelligence, and 
m ral worth of the Stale in the work of re- 
organizing a society sufficiently shocked by 
the mere act of emancipating in a momei t 
an immense body of slaves? Is there no 
other way than to turn the Government ovu 
to these slaves, and then to send soldiers llu r 
to enable them to keep their white master 
quiet? We put nutVf view the party aspec 
of the matter. Can the North find no bette 
method of pacifying the South than this? f 
i' is to be the theory of the Govemmenl that 
it is to rest in the good will and alfections o> 
the people, ought not the property holder.- o 
S>.uh Carolina to have some protection? 
Ought not the feelings which nature has 
iuipUnled in the hearts of every decent white 
rice to be to|some extent respeetea ? Outfit 
n jt a Government which expects and demand? 
of its citizens obedience to the laws, to pro- 
te t 'hero against degradation and shame? 
We hear of "magnanimity" — of the "tender 
ness" of the Government ; where is the e 
aiything in ancient or modern annals like 
t!i ■ awful doom thai has been imposed on 
Cirolitia ? 



SENATOR STEVKNSOK'S SPEECH ON THE 
SHERMAN RESOLUTION. MARCH. 30th, 
1871. 

[Concluded from Saturday's issue.'] 
The Cincinnati Commercial of the 21st March 
last coutaius the annual report of James- L. 
Rulnu, in Cincinnati, for the year ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1871. It shows 6,857 offenses 
Sgalnsl persons and the public peace, and 931 
otfenuM against property ; making the total 
7,791 offenses during the past year. This 
would seem lully to vindicate my statement as 
originally made. It' one isolated ease of kill- 
ing be proof of Ku-Klux outrages in the re- 
cently reconstructed State of Mississippi, what 
will the Senator say to the amount of crime 
committed in Cincinnati during the past year? 
I do not cite this official record of crime in 
Cincinnati to detract from the high character 
of Ohio as a moral, enterprising, rich, orderly 
Commonwealth; but merely as a just offset to 
the argumeut ot her Seuatorthat isolated cases 
of individual crime are proof of Ku.Kluxis,io. 
lfUiis be true, Ohio will hare to be looked 
after. 

Mr. Sherman — Will tny friend from Kentucky 
allow tue to ask him a question ? 

Mr. Stevenson — Certainly. 

Mr. Sherman— Cau the Senator make any 
statement or read any authority to stiow that 
in any case a persou charged wilh crime in 
Ohio is not arretted as soon as possible, ano 
tried and found guilty by a jury in the ordi- 
nary course I Tliere is one penitentiary near 
Cincinnati. We all know that the great 
body of crime in our communities is committed 
in the large cities. Cincinnati furnishes, I 
believe, nearly one third of the inmates ol thai 
penitentiary. That is true because it is a large 
city, and we know that more crimes are com- 
mitted there generally than in the rural places. 
But 1 think the Senator From Kentucky will be 
unable to quote any authority to show that any 
offense committed in Ohio is not promptly tried 
and the criminal convicted in due course ol 
law. 

Mr. Stevenson — I think I can cite the Sena- 
tor to several cases in Cincinjali of killing 
where the parties have beeu arrested, tried, and 
acquitted. 

ill'. Sherman— No doubt of it. 

Mr. Stevenson — I think if the Senator 
will remfrnber he can recall line very lead- 
ing cases wbere manslaughter and otuer most 
atrocious assaults have occurred in Ohio in 
which the parties have been acquitted. And 
was not that precisely Verger's case? Has he 
not been tried .' Is he not now iu tue custody 
of the. law ? Why, then, cite this particuiai 
individual case iu Mississippi ; and need I cite 
Indiana, where the regulators have hunt: men 
on two or three occasions and went unpunished I 
It does seem to me that Sen.itors will have to 
look nearer home before they scatter broad- 
cast such incendiary tirades against the South 
uierelv to rekindle the expiring embers of a

Mr. Morton — Will tbK Senator allow rlie a 
moment? 

Mr. Stevenson — With great pleasure. 

Mr. Morion — I desire to state to the Senator 
the understanding I have of Hie difference 
between the cuses in Ohioaud in Kentucky. In 
Ohio Hie ordinary crimes are committed that 
are committed in all the Slates, but they are 
climes which are not stamped by the peculiar 
circumstances of those of which we complain 
Iu Kentucky they have rhe ordinary crimes, 
and 1 presume they are punished as well there 
as they are anywhere else; hut, in addition to 
those ordinary crimes in Kentucky, they have 
these peculiar crimes and outrages of which 
complaint is made. Tbey are in addition to 
the others. Kentucky has her lull share, as 
Indiana and Ohio have, ol the ordinary crimes; 
but in addition to them, what is charged is 
that in Kentucky and other States there is a 
class of.crinics over at.d beyond those, stamped 
oy peculiar circumstances, whieh it is alleged 
are not punished. That is the difference. 

Mr. Stevenson — I understand the difference 
So far as the punishment of individual cases 
of alleged crime like that of forger, cited by 
the Senator from Ohio, is concerned, it is ad 
milled to be as well punished in Kentucky as 
in otiier localities. If that be so, "why did the 
honorable Senator from Ohio cite an isolated 
individual rase of personal injury? 1 have 
not denied that a small bind ol unknown men 
have committed outrages in Kentucky, who 
have so far escaped' punishment. Hut does 
this justify a tirade against the doiniuaut 
party »>f the Stale as countenancing such ex- 
cesses and violence, especially with the docu- 
mentary evidence cited by the Senator himself 
ol Hie action of two Democratic newspapers 

two Democratic judges, and a Democratic* Gov- 
ernor in the suppression of these disorder.-. 
Docs not the Senator know of unlawful com- 
binations in Indiana, which have, on several 
occasions, taken life in utter disregard of law. 
and yet escaped punishment? Does he not 
know of disorders in Massachusetts and o'.her 
large Stales, where riots constantly occur in 
the contests of lahor against capital, iu which 
life and property both sometimes pay ihe for- 
feit, and ycl where the lawless escape ? 

The existence of violence in one Slate is, I 
admit, no justification for failing to suppress 
it in another. But I do insist I hut it is tume- 
what unjust and illiberal lo Kentucky that her 
population should be denounced as criminal 
violators of the personal and properly rights 
of a political minority because a secret and 
inconsiderable bund of bad men, who commit 
acts of lawless' violence, have not been detected 
and brought to punishment. 

Mr. President, uniform adherence to law and 
order has always characterized the Kentucky 
people. They have upheld the Constitution 
and the laws. How unjust to intimate, as was 
done Ly the Senator lium Nevada [Mr. Nye], 
that auimosiry among the masses to the en- 
franchisement of tbe colored population was 
the Hue origin of Ku-Klux violence ill Ken. 
lucky. I utterly deny it. Thai a few lawless 
men have oileied indignities and violence to 
negroes may be true; but I assert, without tb> 
fear of contradiction, that the Kentucky peo- 
ple, irrespective of party and irrespective ot 
iheir status during the war, treat the negro 
with benevolence, with justice, and with ■ 
kindness rarely exceeded anywhere. I know 
of what I speak. They believe him the infe- 
rior of the white man. They were opposed 
lo his enfranchisement; and yet where, was 
Ihis right of suffrage enjoyed with greater free- 
lour or security than by Ihe colored freed man 
in Kentuiky at the lust general election, in 
November last ? . 

Is it n mark of the unfitness of the Keh- 
ucky Democracy to control their State gov 
-riiinent ns tested by a Republican standard 
because they believe that the educated, vir- 
tuous, experienced, trained, white citizen is a 
much safer custodian of free government than 
lie of that race for whom we entertain tbe 
greatest kindness, lo whom we arc always ready 
-o gi\c aid aud prolecrion, for whom we have 
uotbing but fiiendly feelings, but whom w 
beliefs unqualified to discharge the duties 0' 
enlightened statesmanship? And yet, is not 
this nascent zeal m behal: of negro equality ut 
recem date with some of those who would Inin 
make it now the Procrustean rule of all polit- 
ical orthodoxy I How long has it been since 
the distinguished Senator from Indiana [Mr. 
.Morton] has become n convert to this rule ol 
Kepublican faith ? He did tue the kindness 
to have portions of my messages to the Legis- 
lature of my own State read lo prove my or 
thodoxy in upholding law and order. 1 do not 
iiiieiiu to be outdone in courtesy by him, and 
I therefore wish to return the compliment and 
show by the reading of one of his messages to 
uis Legislature in what close accord, as Gov- 
ernor of Indiana, he stood wilh ihe people o! 
Kentucky iu their opposition lo negro suffrage 
but a few years siuce. He predicted tbe very 
dangers which we now dread. 

1 ask the Clcik to read from the message ol 
the Governor of Indiana, now the distinguished 
senator of that Stale, the pussages 1 have 
nuked. • 

Tue Chief Clerk rend as follows: 

' Tue subject of suffrage is, by the National 
Consiitutmu, expressly referred to trie deter 
mination of the seve-al Slates, and it cannot 
be taken from them without a violation ol the 
letter and spirit of that instrument. 

■ But. without stopping to discuss theories or 
questions of cotisli utioiml law, and leaving 
them out of view, it would, in my opinion, be 
unwise Ul make the work ol reconstruction de- 
pend upon a condition el such doubtful utility 
as negro suffrage. 

"It is a fa'itso manifest that it should not be 
trailed in question by any, that a people who 
are just emerging from the barbarism of slavery 
are not qualified to become a part ot our polit- 
ical system and take part, not only in ihe gov- 
ernment of themselves and their neigubors. 
but of the whole United States. So far Ironi 
believing that negro suffrage is a remedy foi 
all of our nntiuuul ills. 1 doubt whether it is a 
remedy (or any, and ruther believe that its en- 
forcemen' by Congress would be more likely lo 
subject the negro lo a merciless persecution 
that: to confer upon him any Substantial bene- 
fit. By some it is thought thai suffrage is 
already cheap enough in this country; nnd 
the immediate transfer of mure than half a 
million men from the bonds of slavery, wilh 
all the ignorance and degradation upon them 
which the slavery of generations upon South- 
ern fields has produced, would be a declara- 
tion lo the world that the exercise ol American 
suffrage involves no intellectual or moral 
qualifications, and that there is no difference 
between an American freeman and an American 
slave which may not be removed by a mere act 
ol Congress.' 1 

Mr. Stevenson — The same seqtimcnts were 
repeated at much greater leuglti, and eveu 
wilh greater power, ill a speech made by Ihe 
honorable Senator at Richmond, Indiana, on 
the '29th of September, 1863. He thought then 
as many of the Kentucky people perhaps think 
now. He is a more apt scholar than we are iu 
repudiating long cherished po'itical opinions. 
He has made greater progress in unle.irniug) 
what he then announced was n greal public! 
danger, the proposed elevation of negroes to 
high and responsible positions. The honorable 
Senator ought lo be a little charitable, at least, 
with the Kentucky people, for if they do nol 
prefer a colored mail agent to an efficient edu- 
cated white one, they arc only adhering to 
dociriues promulgated by the Senator himself, 
as one of the essentia! requisites for ihe pres- 
ervation of our free institutions. Besides, the 
honorable Senator, both in his message and 
speech, was, iu his annunciations, only tollow- 
tug in the footsteps of George Canuiug, who, 
on the 16th ol March, 182a, in the British Par- 
liament, went fully as far in the same direction, 
perhaps lurther. That great English statesman 
said : 

'"Ilaudfacilem esse viam voluit is the condi- 
tion under which it has pleased diviue Provi- 
dence that all valuable objects of human aspi- 
ration should be altaintd. This condition is 
the legitimate stimulant of laudable industry 
»nd the best corrective ot ambitious desire 
No etlort of an individual and no enactment of 
a Legislature cau relieve human nature from 
he operation of this coudilion. To attempt 
io shorten the road between desire ana attain- 
ment is, nine times out of ten, to go astray 



sbo'dld be- extinguished forever. 



Vbe honoraOle Senator thought it 18iib as a 



vast preponderance of the Kentucky people 
think now; treat the negro kindly, protect 
him io his rights, but do notatlow four million 
el ives, without education, without experience, 
jnsl freed from bondage, to hold the balance 
of power aud thereby coutrol the destinies of 
the American Republic. But that I may do 
the honorable Senator no injustice I will let 
him speak for himself. 1 ask the Cleik to read 
so much of the paper I send to the desk as is 
marked in brackets. 

The Chief Clerk read the following extract 
from a speech delivered by Mr. Morton at Rich- 
mond, Indiana, Septemlier 2i», labo: 

" Aegrocs L'njit to Vale. — I believe that in 
the case of four million slaves, just freed from 
bordnge, there should be a peiiod of probation 
aud preparation before they are brought to 
the exercise of political power.'' * • * 
••What is iheir condition .' Perhaps not one 
iu life hundred — I migUl say out in a thou- 
sand — cau read, and perhaps not oue lu five 
nuudred is worth hve dollars iu property of 
any kin J." • • • "Can you con- 
ceive mat a body of men, white or blaek, who 
have been iu Ibid condition, and their ances- 
tors before them, are qualified to be imme- 
diately luted from ttieir present state into the 
full exercise of political power, not only to 
goveru themselves aud their neighbors, but lu 
iake part lu tue Government of the United 
States .' Cull they be regarded as Intelligent 
aud independent voters f Tne mere stale ol 
laets luiuisues the answer lo the question. 
» • • "To say that such men — uud 
u is no fault of theirs, it is simply a misfor- 
tune, una a ci nue ul this uatiou — lo say that 
OUvb meu,just emerged Hum slavery, are quui- 
mej loi me exercise of political power la to 
make the sliougesl pru-siuVc-iy argumeut 1 
ever heard. It is to pay ine highest compli- 
uieni iu tue insiiiuiiou oi Slavery. 

■ilie je.j/to to Vole Invoices the U'jhl to 
livid l/ffia.—tht rigul to vole carries with it 
lue iifeiit to Uoid utUce. You cannot jay that 
the negro has a uuluiul rigul to vole, but lhal 
lie must vole ouly lor unite men lor ollice. 
The right to vote carries . wuu it tuelrigbl lo 
oe vuie-u lor. When luai right is cuuieried, 
you can make no discrimination, no distinc- 
tion ugaiusi Ihe rigul lo lioid oflice ; and lue 
right to vote 111 a stale carried with 11 lue 
rikbt lu vole lor President and members ol 
Congress and lor ail federal officers. Tue 
rigul ol lu drags being cutiieried is South 
Carolina, for Stale purposes, under our Consti- 
tution, as kl imve oeiure pointed out carries 
with it .the right lo vuie lor President uud 
Vi.e President and meiuoers ui Congress. 

■Colorea Slate Ooocriimei,! — Tk* iiciuJl. — II 
you euiiaiicnise aii ine negroes in tnesVcitntes 
you will have at least twenty negro 'o'es lo 
one wuiie vote, uud iu the woik oi recpustruv- 
Uou the Stales ol Soutu Caioliua, Alabama, 
uud Florida, you wul have a larger proportion 

— peihaps luiny coiored voles to out white. 
Now, 1 ask you, what is to be the iffeel ol 
that.' The hist effect will be, yuu w>il aatve 
colored Siale govei uuieu s. I uuer suai a cuii- 
uiuou ul luiiigs tbe uegl'o wouid no mole vole 
tor a white man loan )ou up here wolid vole 
.or a biaca ui.iu. Tney wouid no wore elect u 
Vfiiile man than you would elect e blark miiu. 
Human nature is ihe same, whether iu a white 

or colored skiu. Then could be uoth ng that 

wuuiu COUIer more pleasure upon u ma I ol tbal 
race, ol course, tuau the elevation lu political 
power ot a uiuu of his own race ftttf color. 
Having secund power, Ihey would relort upon 
us lual which we have so Steadily practiced 
upon tiiem. ll you give theru the vuie luey 
will elect rueuul their own OOlor, and we would 
iiave no right lo blame them. We would 
rather think badly of them if they did not. 1 
would asu you il ihe negroes of liavtl or any 
oiher place where they are Hi a majority, have 
ever elected a white man COoBeeV U«der Mr. 
Sumner's plan you will give them an over- 
whelming majority iu every oueof the:C otaUS 
nuU }ou will give them lue political Sower ul 
the South. 

"That ibey will exercise this power by elect- 
ing men ol their own color is absolutely cer- 
tain. Believing that human nature is the 
same under different complexions, that the ne- 
groes are not diH'ereuily constituted from our- 
selves, and thai they have like passions with 
us, we cannot Ooubl how Ibis power will be 
exercised. Some w ill say that il is all righl^ 
if they can find colored men qualified, all 
right. Tnere are euuugu colored men ol educa- 
t on in ihe North lo go to the South and fill 
every office there, and I have no doubt Ihey 
sluud ready to do it. Here we deny to them 
almost every right except that of mew personal 
liberty ; and il is so iu Illinois and many other 
northern Stales; and when you present to theru 
the prospect of holding the highest olfices in 
the gift of ihe people of the southern Slates, 
rest assured they will embrace il. They will 
have colored Governors and colored members 
in Congress, and Senators aud* Judges of the 
Supreme Cuurt, fee, Very well; and suppose 
ihey do send colored Senators aud Representa- 
tives to Congress, 1 have no doubt )ou will 
find men in tbe North who will be willing to 
sit beside them, aud will not think themselves 
degraded by doing so. 1 have nothing lo say 
to this. 1 am simply discussiug the political 
effect of it. In every Stale where there is a 
colored State gnTernmeot, a negro for Govern- 
or, and a ni g o foi Su^nme Judge, whiteeni'gra- 
tion will cease; mere will be no more white 
emigration to any sucn Slate. You canuoi 
find the mostardeulanti-slavery man in Wayne 
county who will go and locate in a State that 
has n colored Stale government. You will 
absolutely shut off, at once and effectually, all 
emigration from the northern States, and from 
Emope, too, whenever that event shall happen. 
Thus they will temain permanently colored 
States in the South. Tbe white men who are 
now iheie would remove from them; they 
would not remain uudersuch dominion. 

"Effect of their Eitjranchuemeni ; a Segro 
Balance oj J'ntcer. — Very well, say some; that 
is all very well if we can gel the negroes to go 
there. But let me say that ihe colored States 
would be a balance of power in this country, 
I ask, is it desirable to have a colored Slate 
government? I S'ty il is not. Il is nol, for 
many reasons. One reason is that such Stales 
would perpetually constitute a balance of 
power They Would be held bound by that 
stringent tie that ever held men together, the 
tie of color aud race, tbe lie of a downirodden 
and despised race. As three hundred lliuu-aud 
slaveholders, by a common tie. were able to 
goveru this nation for a long time, so lour 
million people, bound together by a much 
stronger lie, despised by Ihe whole world as 
they have been, would Constantly vole and 
act together; and their united vote would 
constitute a balance of power lhai might 
control the Government of this nation. 

'I sub. nil, H e i, however clearly uud Wrongly 
we may admit the natural right ol ihe Mgra 

— I submit it lo the'inlelligence of Ihe people 
— that colored State governments are not 
desirable, thai they will briug about results 
t, a. are uoi to be hoped for, that, ti tally, ihey 
Won d threaten lo bring about, and, I belicvee 
won d lesu l in a war of races. 

•'The Solution of the Dffieultg.~-'Ho* Ihe 
question turns up, how can this be avoided .' 
If 1 hud the power I would arrange il in this 
way : I would give these men a period of bro- 
bation and preparation ; I would give them 
lime to acquire a liille property and get a 
little educatiun ; time to learn something 
about the simplest forms of business, and pre- 
pare themselves for tbe exercise of political 
power. At the end of ten, fitreen, or twenty 
years, let them come into the enjoyment of 
their political rights. By that time these Slates 
will hi v I been so completely filled up by emi- 
gration f om the North and from Europe that 
the negroes will be iu a permaueut minority. 
Why ? Because tbe negroes have no emigra- 
tion — nothing but the natural increase — while 
we hive emigration from all tbe world, and 
natural increase besides. Thus, by postponing 
tbe thing ouly lo such times as the negroes are 
qualified to enjoy political rights the dangers I 
have been considering would have fully passed 
away. Their iuflueucc would no longer be 
dangerous in tbe manner I have indicated, 
and a conflict ot races would not be more like- 
ly lo happen than it now is in Massachusetts. 
In Massachusetts the negroes have exercised 
political rights for twenty-five years, and yet 
there has been no disturbance there, no conflict 
of races. Why? Because the negroes have 
been io the minority. They cannot (.i^i „ 



man of their own culor to any office to bring 
up that prejudice of race. 1 believe what 1 
have stated will be the way in which the 
question will work itself out. But, under the 
policy of Mr. Sumner, we are to exclude twenty 
out of every twenty-one white fnen in the 
southern Slates, and bring forward colored 
votes to fill the places of tnose excluded. The 
inevitable result of Ilia, policy would be lo 
establish colored Slate gorernuientageaud a 
colored bilauce of power iu lb s Republic, a 
thing which I think most desirable to avoid. ' 

Mr. Sleveusou — Mr. President, the seuti 
ments therein expressed have the sanction of 
the most enlarged and enlighte"ed slales- 
mariship both in KngUnd and America. 1 was 
therefore surprised that Ihe question was put 
to mo whether all this excitement was nut 
owing — 

Mr. Morton — Will the Senator allow me? 

Mr. Stevenson — With great pleasure. 

Mr. Morton — The S aator, perhaps, ou^br 
to state that iu the previous pari of Ihe speech 
from which he has read (and lhat part which 
he has read is only a portion) there was a dis- 
cussion of a propositson which was then made 
to this effect : thai the white men of the South 
who had been eugaged in the rebellion should 
all be disfranchised, excluded from the rigV 
of suffrage, and lhat Ihe francnise should be 
couferred upon the colored men, which, as I 
Staled tliere, would have the effect to malie 
from twenty-five to forty colored voles iu e ich 
Slate to oue while vole, according to the ratio 
of population. That proposition was ni t 
adopted, and the white men were not disfran- 
chised iu any Slate on account of being iu the 
rebellion, 1 believe. 

Mr. Stevenson — I of course am hippy to 
hear the explanation of tbe honorable Senator*; 
but il d ies nut lessen or detract a whit Irum 
the argument of the Senator against ihe 
danger and disqualification ol' tbe coiored race 
lu vole or hold office. That abstract question 
was nol udeeted, and could nut be, by mi dis- 
franchisement of the while men. The question 
of negro States might to some degree be de- 
pendent on the total disfranchisement of the 
whites; but tbe Question of the fitness or un- 
fitness of the negro lo vole or hold office w;.s 
palpably independent of Ihe pending question 
of total white uisfrnncb'Semcni. 'I be ex- 
plain, lion ol Ihe Senator does not, therefore, 
help him. The Senator in thai speech i.sked : 

"Can you Conceive that a body of mi II, 
w hile or black, who have been in Ibis condi- 
tion, slavery, and lueir ancestors before them, 
are qualified to be lui mediately lifted up from 
Iheir present state into the full exercise of po- 
litical power, uol ouly to goveru themselves 
and their neighbors. Out to take part in the 
Government of the United Slates ? Can they 
be regarded as intelligent aud independent 
voters .' " 

Now, with such convictions of the total un- 
fitness of Ihe colored race to vole mid the dan- 
ger of appointing them to office, iu the honor- 
able Senator s'niind only a few } ears ago, and 
since iheir emancipation, he at bast ought nol 
io wonder or 0) ruptain thai Ihe Kentucky peo- 
ple prefer a while lo a colored mail agent. 
Hut good m -u would harm neither. Cau the 
honorable Senator tell us bow many colored 
mall agents the Postmaster General bus ever 
appointed on mail routes in Stales north ot 
the Ohio and Potomac rivers? Did that offi- 
cial not hope by changing Gibson from Ihe 
Lebanon route, where for months he had qui. 
eily discharged uis duties, lo a section of 
country w here he knew s> me" dicorders had 
occurred, ihal something might occur which 
would aflord him the opportunity ot displac- 
ing his spleen at Kentucky? It has thai as- 
pect decidedly. . 

What a triumi haut answer to ull tbe allega- 
tions of murder, violence, and opines- ion 
against Ihe I'reedinen in Kentucky is the safe y 
of Gibson as malt ngetil for months on Ine 
Lebanon branch of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad. Had the Postmaster General 
placed a colored mail agent upon the route 
Iroin this city to New York, in the events of 
his being assail. led or slaiu, wiio believes that 
be would bare suspended the mail .' 

How many acts of violence both upon tl o 
currier and lue mail are commilted by bod -s 
of bad men; and yet, When Oi fore has the 
Postmaster Gcn< ral suspended the mill? Il 

is only lii Kentucky, where a single individual 
■attempts an assault on a mail agent, thai the 
Postmaster General resorts to so extraordinary 
a stretch of power and attempts lo punish Ihe 
great body ol Ihe p.op.e lor the folly or crime 
oue m*u. 

Mr. Morion — Will the Senator allow me to 

ask him a qi.estion ? 

Mr. Stevenson With pleasure. 

Mr. Morion — The Senator has referred to his 
messages to ihe Kentucky Legislature. I be- 
lieve il is not dcuicd, but what tbe refusal to 
allow negroes lo testily in Kentucky in cases 

10 which w hile men are parties doc3 protect 
crime commuted against negroes. I wish to 
ask the Senator whether he recommcuded lo 
the Kentucky Legislature, in any ot his mes- 
sages, that ihey sr-ould remove this disability 
so us to allow a negro lo testify iu com Is upon 
the same teiuis with other witnesses/ 

Mr. Stevenson — I did not recommend it. I 
have Utile doubt, however, lhat it will be soon 
enacted if the people are let aioue uud uol 
attempted to be dragooned by Federal power. 
1 believe Indiana only adopted il w.lbin five 
years past, 

Mr. Morton — Oh, yes; long ago. 

Mr. Stevenson— 1 think the Senator in bis 
message, «s Governor of Indiana — il be will 
look io ihe book before him, will find it — al- 
ludes to ine question of negro testimony. 

Mr. .Moilou — the disability bad been re- 
moved beforu thai, on my recommendation. 

Mr. Stevenson — i know it was done in 
Ohio before Indiana, and il was nol done in 
Ohio tili 185b. 1 b-ve no doubt as the neces- 
ily is made apparent to the people ot Ken- 
tucky it wili tie done. Mr. Pic.-u-lent, il the 
kepublican majority in Congress hive deter 
mined upon new enactments, enlarging and 
tightening ihe iron despotism under wuicb ihe 
Souther ti people have suilei ed so gi ii vo i-ly lor 
six years past, and which liny have borne 
wilh such courage, way laik of committees 
charged w ilh the dmy ol reporting on the ex- 
istence or uun-existence uf such oui rages ? Is 

11 mil woise Ih iu uio- Sery lo enact laws by 
wh.ch Ihe Inrg r portli n of Ihe Southern peo- 
ple are to be mannered i nd oppressed by the 
minority, ou the ground that such outrages 
do exist, and alteiwa d institute an inquiry 
whether Ihey are Ui t f .blrs .' Pontius Pilate 
r quired no proof for his condemnation of 
innocence What need has the doiniuaut 
party of witnesses, if party success demands 
increased military rule and oppression '.' The 
Southern people shiiiik fiom no iuvrstigati in 
They rather cballetgeit, if a fair inquest is 
awarded them. But tbey protest against a 
judgment and condemnation, and then to be 
mocKed with a trial. How unjust lo single 
out isolated cases of individual or romhimd 
violence in any State and make it the basis of 
stringent and unconstitutional legislation 
against Ihe whole people. 

I know nothing of the condition of the af- 
fairs ol the South. The distinguished Senator 
from Delaware [Mr. Bayard] has thoroughly 
exposed the sophistry and error of Ihe majority 
report oh Southern outrages. He will be fol- 
lowed by ihe Senator from Missouri [Mr. 
Blair] in a day or two. The exposure ot the 
lalsiiy of Soulheru outrages by the Democratic 
party may be well confided to these gentlemeu. 
But I cannot forbear calling the attention io a 
judicial trial which recently occurred in Golds 
borough. Niftu Carolina. I am exceedingly 
anxious that the Senator from Mtissachusi t - 
^Mr. Wilson] should hear this sta emeut. He 
persuades himself that the freedmen in ihe 
South are the ch el victims of outraj.es by 
while men. Tbe ihougiu that the trcedmeu 
themselves c uiuuit outrages upon freedmen as 
well as upon white men bafties his comprehen- 
sion. 1 hope the account from tlje Golds- 
oorough (Notth Cirolina) Messenger, giving 
ihe detailed account of a judicial trial in thai 
town, may lend to remove Uie delusiou : 

'•Five negro Ku Klux — Henry Vick, Dick 
Kort, George Hodges, Peter Cooley, and David 
Rend — were irrui.ned before Wayne county 
-uperior court, his honor, Judge Clarke, pre.-id 
ing, on TbursdaT, March 9, to answer an in- 
dictment ti Ui d against ibem for the whipping 
of Alex. Daniel, also colored. We have here- 
tofore refr- iutd from alluding to the matter, 
anticipating that the parti S would be brought 



to trial nt the present term of the court, having 
no desire or disposition to prejudge or lo preju- 
dice the public against ihe prisoners. The 
cases were railed up on Thursdny. The jury 
impounded consisted of eleven whites and one 
negro. At least four of the jurors are known 
to be Republicans in politics. The prisoners 
were ably defended by their counsel. The tes- 
timony elicited was in substance: thai on 
Tuesday uighl of the May court, let>3, a mob 
of negroes, some sixteen or twenty in numbei. 
went to the house of Alexander Daniel, an old 
and respected negro man, aged sixty-two years, 
who resides in Wayne county. Two of the 
mob entered t'.c house, told Alex, to get up 
and go along wilh ihetn to Goldsborough ; 
said ihey were soldiers and bad orders lo ar- 
lest him because he voted the Democratic 
ticket (which wis equivalent lo voting the 
colore I people Imck into slavery ). Alex. Dan- 
iel claims lo have recognized David Read as 
one of the two who entered his bouse. They 
forced him to ocoompuny them, and A ex soon 
foil, nl bimsoU surrounded by n large gang of 
negroes — inosi all of them had guns. He 
recog ized Peter Cooley, Henry Vick, Dick 
Port, George Hodges, and Riad; also Aluaham 
Hill, who has not yet been airested He was 
seized and taken some distance lo Ihe fork of 
the road, when the parly halted and told him 
lo take his choice — either be killed or w hipped. 
Alex, chose Ihe whipping. They then dealt 
him about sixty lashes, and told him if he told 
the d — il rebels about it they would come back 
aud kill him anyhow; wnereui on ihey all ran 
otf, leaving Alex, to get home the best he 
could. Alex, was badly whipped, and, con- 
sequently, laid up in bed for nearly a uientb. 
One of lue defendants tried to prove au alibi 
by his b'oiher; but il seemed ol no avail. Old 
A ex. hud proven a most excellent character by 
s.'Verul ol our besl citizens who have known 
him nearly all of their life; and the defendants 
were, not so fortunate. The evidence as a 
whole was of the most positive and convincing 
character, and though the counsel tor Ihe de- 
lense labored hard lo find a way of escape for 
the prisouers, the testimony of "old Uex .' 
Corroborated by oilier circumstances, stood 
nnimpeached ; and therefore carried too much 
weight. Tue charge of his honor was clear, 
positive, and, we might add. impartial : where- 
upon Ihe case was given lu Ihe jurv, who, after 
a short consultation, returned a verdict of 
'guilty.' Up to the lime ol our going lo press 
the sememe of the court has not yet been an- 
nounced. This being the ouly case of Ku- 
K nxing in this COUOty, wo are satisfied that 
his honor will not Hiuch iu bis duty, but make 
an example of I be presetii instance."" 

This mat occurred since we have been in ses- 
siou here, aud the lucts, us detailed, cannot be 
questioned. 

My honorable friend from Ohio [Mr. Sher- 
man | asked me the oilier day if I could cite 
him to any Suite not having a Democratic 
Governor where any ol ihese disorders exist '.' 
I was amaled al the question Let the Senator 
look to South Caroline, where negro suprem- 
acy, Ironi the highest to tne lowest office in 
lhat Slate, is in lull operatioo. I believe ihal 
the coiored race there are represented on the 
supi«uie bench of the State, in both branches 
of iheir Legislature, and iu the other end of 
this Capitol. Aud yet, within five days, the 
newspapers infoiiu us that the President of 
Ihe United States has been waited upon by n 
deputation from that S'aie invoking Federal 
troops to quell disturbances there. Whv h ive 
not the Republican colored officials been able 
to suppress internal violem e there? It is not 
a Democratic Stare; but these excesses and 
disoiders far exceed anything that has ever ce- 
cum d in Kentucky, 

But I am most happy to give the Senator 
another signal example. I will cite him to a 
State which has not only- been reconstructed, 
but one of the oldest and most honored in the 
Union. N iy, s r, mine; ft Stale in which the 
freedmen openly resisted and defied the officers 
and legal process in such numbers as to induce 
the Governor of that Commonwealth, under 
special legislative authority, to call upon tie 
Piesidcot of ihe United States for troops lo 
aid him in executing the law. 

Mr President. I wish I could stop there; but 
I cannot. Alier the troops had, upon the re- 
quisition of the Governor of Virginia, by order 
ol the President, been ordered lo Ihe aid of 
ihe sheriff of Norfolk county, and the Utter- 
numed officer was about lo execute the legal 
process agarnsl the colored freedmen resisting 
it, Ihe United Stales troops, by order of the 
President, were suddenly withdrawn, and all 
assistance reiused ro the enforcement of ibe 
law. Both ibe Governor and legislature of 
Virginia were ignored by the President in their 
appeal lo him lor aid iu the suppression ol this 
combined resistance of the freedmen 10 the law. 
I desire lo d'< no injustice lo tne President. I 
therefore read from Governor Walker's annual 
message, in 1870, lo Ihe General Assembly of 
that Commonwealth. Tin Governor says: 

'•During the late war, by authority of the 
Freedmen'j Bureau, or other Federal authori- 
ty,, a large number of colored people were set- 
tled, and have ever since continued to reside 
upon, a plantation known as Taylor's farm, in 
Norfolk county, nnd upon a plantation known 
as Celey Smith's farm, iu Elisabeth Cny 
county. When the functions in fie Freed- 
men's Bureau ceased, these people were left in 
possession of these properties. Bttpposing, as 
they claim — and no doubl honestly, iu iheir ig- 
norance of right nnd law — lhat Ihey had n 
right to the same because ol ihe authority 
by which Ibny had been pat in possession. 
And they were nol disabused of lii s idea, 
s ihey ought to have been, by these authori- 
ties. Several unsuccessful attempts were made 
to peaceably remove these people and res'me 
the possession ot the property to the rightful 
owners. Finally, ejectment suits were insti- 
luted in the civil courts and judgments ren- 
dered, prior lo the restoration of the State lo 
representation in Congress in January last. 
But for causes to me unknown, writs of pos 
session were nol executed, and an attempt 
lately made lo execute such wriis by the sheriff 
of Elizabeth City county was met with armed 
resistance by these colored people — 

Here is an armed resistance in a sovereign 
Stale by sinned negroes — 

• These occupants di dare that they were put 
in possession ol this properly by ihe United 
States, and that liny will yield possession only 
to the United Slates Government, or hy its 
authority. I am inclined to believe, Irom in- 
form ition I Have received, that any attempt to* 
enforce ihe wrfis of Ihe courts by Stale forces 
might resell in blood-bed. while I have no 
doubt that the olhcers of the law will have no 
difficulty in performing iheir duty, and will 
avoid bloodshed if a small lorce of United 
Stales troops he placed al their disposal. Iu 
view of these facts, it would appear to me de- 
sirable ih it Ihe General Assembly should, in 
the mode pr. scribed hy the Coiistitulien and 
laws ot the United Slates, request of the Pres- 
ident of the Doited Stat s such military lurce 
as will enable the sheriffs of the counties 
named to execute the legal process of the courts 
. n t lese cases. 

••On the next day, the 25th of March, the 
General Assembly passed a joint resolution in 
accordance wilh the foregoing recommenda- 
tion, and the same was promptly transmitted to 
the President of the United Slate*. In due 
time an order came from the War Department 
lo General Canby, then commanding this 
department, to furnish the aid requested. At 
my suggestion General Canby ordered troops 
lo the assistance of tbe sheriff of Elizabeth 
City county first, who, wi'h the aid thus 
rendered, successfully executed the process of 
the courts. I entertained the hope lhat the 
example thus set would have a beneficial effect 
upon the illegal occupants of Taylor's farm, in 
Norfolk counry, nnd, with this view, advised 
some delay in the hitter case ; but in this I was 
disappointed. In rhe meantime this Slate had 
been attached to the department of the east, 
and io its commander General Irwin McDowell, 
I applied for aid for the sheriff of Norfolk 
county ou the 31st of May last. In response 
io my application iroops were ordered from 
Fortress Monroe to the assistance of the sheriff 
of Norfolk county on or about ihe 21st day of 
June following. On Ihe 22d day of June I re- 
ceived f om General Barry, commanding al For- 
IreSS Monroe, a telegram, of which the following 
is a. copy :

"No explanation whatever of this extraordi- 
nary transaction has ever been vouchsafed to 
me. The failure lo respond to my respectful 
inquiry lor ihe causes of this action, and the 
silence upon lhat subject which has ever since 
been maintained, clearly demonstrate that it 
was without justification, palliation, or excuse." 

Does the Senator from Indiana justifv the 
official conduct of the President of the United 
States in bis refusal toaid Governor Walker in 
the enforcement of Ibe law and putting down a 
forcible resistance of it by the freedmen 1 What 
ran Ihe Senator from Indiana say in defense 
of tbe Presidents conduct in this transection ? 
Is it the President s theory that when white 
men resist tbe constituted State authorities 
F'edeTal Iroops will oe furnished lo aid in sup- 
| pressing force, but when tbe freedmen seize 
. private properly and resist legal pr cess he is 
justified in re) USUI) I I trust not. I hope the 
I Senator Irom Indiana will be enabled to give 
I us some explanation of the course pursued 
by the President towards the Governor uud 
i Legislature of Virginia in this transaction. 
} GoTernor Walker tells us lhat Up to the period 
when his message was communicated to the 
Legislature Ihe 1,'residenl had refused all ex- 
planation for the sudden withdrawal of the 
Un i ted Stales ti oops. 

It may suit our Republican friends in Iheir 
present extremity to raise n hue and cry 
against tbe Democracy and Confederates in 
Kentucky and in ibe South us composing the 
secret political organization by which violence 
and dioorder are committed and upheld there. 
This is a wild chimera of their imagination. 
History will attest that during the sixty years 
that the Democracy administered Ibis Govern- 
roe t whatever its errors, its most envenomed 
revilers can ci'e no instance w hen the President 
was called ii|miii by the Governor of an Amer- 
ican Commonwealth lor Federal troops, to aid 
in tbe suppression of domestic violence or com- 
bined resistance lo law, in w hich such aid was 
nor promptly furui.died and tae Constilut.on 
aud law upheld. 

Scan ihe refusal of the President to aid 
Governor Walker in pulling down violence in 
that Stale, and how does it tally wilh the 
I recent message transmuted by nim lu Con- 
gress ? 

I have trespassed , ^r. President, too long 
| upon the patience of the Senate. I have felt 
that Kentucky bad been singled out and treated 
wilh intentional injustice in the suppression of 
the mail. I fell, too, that the honorable Sen- 
ator from Ohio uud Ibe honorable . Senator 
from Indiana bad been imposed om in repre- 
sentations that the outrages committed iu 
Kentncky were political iu their character or 
had been sanctioned by either Democrats or 
Conl'i derates. I am proud lo say Ihal ihe Re- 
publican party and the Democratic parly are 
alike Ihe friends of law and order, and boih 
equally desire (be suppression of violence 
throughout the Slate. 

Bid men exist in both parties, and where 
bad men appear excesses aud disorders will 
occur. The killing of a man named Lighter 
ha« been cited by Senators. That occurred 
since my resignation. I bare heard rhat 
Lighter was a Ku-K ux, and was hung by his 
associates in violence for an alleged revelation 
of some of their misdoings. Such was the 
rumor. If this he H ue, it is an illustration 
,hil they who live hy violence olten die by if. 
UuiJud^e Bruce, iu his charge to Ihe grand 
jury, cited by lue Senator from Indiana, re- 
flects truly Ihe opiuion of all good men, irre- 
spective ol pyiris, throughout the State. It 
■nay be true that mis neie handful of oad men 
have so far escaped detection and punishmen' . 
Bui it cannot »iwuys be so. Cease your op- 
piessive and vindictive mcnsttrm against Ken- 
tucky. Leave the people lu exercise local s'elf- 
koYeTumenc without soy centralising influence 
of Federal power, without military Interference; 
and without ibrcais, and, my word for it, the 
Legislature will do their duty by prompt, 
proper, aud siriugent legislation, and eVery 
species ot violence will disappear. 

But 1 protest, in the name ot constitutional 
liberty, agaiust ihe false clamors of violence 
charged upon the southern people as the basis 
of congressional enactments unauthorized by 
the letter or spirit of the Constitution, and iu 
violent autagouism ro our free institutions.

Hard Bed*. 

The idea that the soft side of a plank makes 
the best couch when one gets used to it wns 
long ago exploded. People who know "wh:it 
Is what," who read the newspapers, and mean 
to be somebody, don't believe a word of it. 
Those who have settled down to a Diogenes-in- i 
toe-tub lite accept the doctrine. It is true that 
the tired man or woman will sleep soundly on 

• hard bed, and habit may make the hardness 
dear to them. It is also true that Napoleon's 
soldiers slept while on their march homeward 
from Russia, and some of them may have be- | 
come attached to locomotion and sieep united. • 
Notwithstanding ali this, those who have once ' 
felt the almost human kindness and warmth of I 
a hair mattress beneath th'-ni cannot go back I 
to straw and husks without a pang. 

Look at the matter physiologically. The ' 
-spinal column is composed of twenty-four pit ces 
of none fastened by a cartilage, with a little | 
cushion of highly elastic cartilage nicely fitted j 
in between each to prevent friction and to 
permit perfect freedom of movement. The 
spine is not straight, but curves in, as every- 
body knows, at the small of the back, and 
curves out again. In a perfect bed every part 
of this rertibral column will be supported; but 
In a bard, unyielding surface this is not possi- 
ble. One portion of the body rests firmly on j 
t he bed lienealh it, while another in a Hue with j 
it receives no support. Sleep on such a bed j 
will not restore the wearied frame nearly so 
well as repose on an elastic couch where every 
part of the body is equally supported. 

We do not recommend softness but elasticity. 
Featheri, except iu very cold weather, are un- 
wholesome, because they retain an excess of 
warmth about the body, and also because they 
absorb the insensible perspiration thrown off 
by the pores, and permit the body to reabsorb 
the excrementitious matter. A bed of soft, 
fresh straw, evenly distributed aud covered 
with a tbiu cotton or woolen mattress, may be 
a good resting place, und furnish sweet sleep. 
Bui how cau manor wotunnrise refreshed frt.m 

• couch of straw or a shuck mattress which 
has been in nightly use without renewal for a 
Series of years ! Vet there are portions of this 
very land of plenty where travelers are put to 
deep upon just such beds as this. 

Every man iu grazing districts may own a 
dozen or two coarsc-wooled sheep. These and 
their increase will, iu a short time, girt him 
wool mattresses, than which none arc more 
pleasant, more wholesome, or durable. The 
tag locks washed aud carded should be hoarded 
ikf every farmer's wife for this purpose. In 
cities aud. villages, and in the more populou- 
part9 of our country, those who can afford good 
•leeping-places generally have tlietu. The de- 
gree of refinement and cultivation, as well as 
wealth one has attained, may be easily read by 
one glance at their sleeping apartment 
Cleanliness and comfort arc perfectly consistent 
with honest poverty, for straw and water are 
cheap everywhere id the country, and within 
the reach of all. 

As a general rule, the better care a man 
takes of bis body in feeding it with skill, 
clothing it with discretion, and giving it dueand 
refreshing sieep, the more work he can do. and 
the higher quality of his work. A vigorous, 
energetic, and hardy body may patiently en- 
dure for a 9eries of years gross violations of its 
fundamental laws, but the day will come when 
it will demand full retribution for every dis- 
honored requisition. The rules of physical 
well-being are like those laws thiit Moses re- 
ceived on the granite of Mount Sinai. Tobacco 
broken sleep, bad fare, cold, dampness, miasma, 
will tell on every frame at last ; and when 
Nemesis comes, he requires eye for eye, tootu 
for tooth, stripe for stripe, burningfor burning 
Xew York Tribune. 

Raising Water-Melons. 

As I am very successful in raising water- 
melons, I thought I would send my plan; The 
spot of ground that you expect to plant, pre. 
pare well, early in the spring, by plowing deep; 
the first of April lay off your hills eight feet 
apart each way, dig out holes two feet deep, 
two feet square; in each hole put half peck 
rotten cotton seed, half peck hog-pen manure, 
and a tablespoonful of salt ; mix well with a 
hoe, addirg soil until you get the hole full up 
to three inches from the surface, then draw on 
light, loose dirt until you get it level; do noi 
elevate it, for by so doing you cause th'in to 
die out when summer comes; draw your hoe 
around to form a furrow; plant half a doz-n 
seed in a hill — soon as up, thin out lo four ; 
second hoeing thin to two. Continue to hoe 
ihem every foar or five days, and just before 
the vines start to run, side with a plow, first 
one way, then the other, I mean cross-plowing. 
In about ten days give them another plowing 
and hoeing. Coutiuue to keep the ground loose 
just as you can do so without injuring the vines, 
for in no case should they be moved. Drive 
little sticks across the vines, thus, X, to keep 
the wind from blowing them about. By the 
above plan, I have gathered over 1,001) melons 
from half an acre of ground, some weighing 
over 40 pounds. — Cor. So. C»tthatcr. 



Ixorowiso Nails. — One of the deserved 
punishments which people suffer tor the folly 
of squeezing their feet into norrow shoes and 
boots, is an ingrowing nail. Mr. South recom- 
mends Abe following treatment for its cure. 
Firstjget rid of the narrow shoe, so that tie 
toe may be uucontined, and the nail allowed to 
recover its proper breadth, which, however, it 
does not do very quickly. Then proceed to 
relieve the sore skin by the side of the nail, of 
its pressure. It is of no use, however, merely 
to cut away the pressing nail, even freely, and 
then to press a piece of lint under its edge, 
which is as painful as it is useless ; for the nail, 
if it Is not otherwise managed, will drop in the 
course of a few days upon the old spot, and 
again render it "angry." The proper treat- 
ment is, thinning the whole length of the mid- 
dle of the nail, from its root to its end, as 
much as possible ; and this is best done by 
scraping it perseveriugly with the sharp edge 
of apiece of glass, again and again, till the 
middle of the nail is as thin as writing-paper, 
and will readily bend under the pressure of the 
fingernail. This is, at first a rather painful 
job; but scraping must be done with a light 
band. As soon as the middle of the nail has 
been thus thinned, it yields to the upward 
pressure of the skin on its side edges, readily 
bends, and offers no further resistance. And 
the sore place being no longer irritated by 
pressure, the "proud" Mesh soon drops down 
and the sore heals. If narrow shoes or boots 
be again used, the foolish wearer may expect a 
repetition of his plague. 



Kemkdt for Cctworm. — The Western Kura) 
gives the following as an effective preventive 
of the ravages of the cutworm : 

The cutworm generally feeds on the roots 
of grass and weeds; and when the supply of 
its favorite food is interfered with, it attacks 
til* roots or rather tender shoots of any crop 
that occupies its feeding ground. This grub 
is seldom found in land which has been kept 
free from grass and weeds for two years or 
more. It is sometimes very destructive to corn 
on sod land. Rolling the ground after the 
seed is deposited is the best way of banishing 
the cutworm.
